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A civil aviation radio center is under construction at Zaporozhe , accord- 
ing to a report dated 3 December 1947. 

Radio -telephone networks were to be put into service to connect Moscow 
with Jfrwspvodak, Tashkent, and Ashkhabad in mid-I?ovember 1947. By the 
same time, a similar connection was expected to exist between Berlin and 
Prague for the G7F (Civil Air Fleet). 

Each regional directorate of the GVT was to send a rad iogoniome trie sta- 
tion chief and a radio beacon chief to Moscow on 7 December 1947 to par- 
ticipate in an assembly, possibly for instructional purposes, t,Mch wa 3 
to laat 45 days. 

An aerial navigation beacon is under construction at Arkhan^al, according 
to a report dated 1 December 1947. 
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
